been filed in the second floor office 
of the public works department, 

Mr, Mattheson commented “For 
the most part, delivery slips are 
signed and received"’, He indicated 
that it is the major responsibility 
of the vendor to see that slips 
accompany bills, because the town 
could hold up payiment until such 
slips are available. 

The accountant indicated, how- 
ever, that the town still has some 
difficulty with supplies delivered 
to the buyer, by an independent 
delivery agency. In those cases, 
someone signs the agency’s re- 
ceipt book, but there is no signed 
receipt for the vendor to return 
with his bill. 

Mr. Mattheson noted that, to 
make the purchasing-receiving- 
paying system airtight might cost 
far more than could ever be saved 
for the town, 

Such a system might involve the 
salary of an individual who would 
check merchandise received 
against bills, and could be a time~ 
consuming effort, he predicted.

J. Good points up a bad situation in our zoning processes. 
The judge commented that the official zoning map is of 
a scale that makes it impractical to accurately determine 


where boundary lines are 
least, to non-engineers.

It follows, then, that those entrusted with enforcement 
of the zoning by-laws, and issuing permits under them, 
must either seek outside engineering services, or remain 
confused, and unable to render the decisions they are 


paid to make. 


The town needs an up-to-date zoning map, which con- 
forms to the written property descriptions, and which is 
clear and concise in every respect. 

Many areas of the town may be subjected to similar 
disputes; certainly, whenever the building inspector sees 
such a debatable decision coming up in the future, he’ll 
pass it upstairs to some other official body. 

There should be money appropriated at the next town 


meeting to draw such an official map, and to have it 


accepted as the town’s map as quickly as possible.

What Our 


Readers Say— 


To the Editor of the Townsman: 
‘*The Schoo] Committee meeting 
on new schools two weeks ago 
shed considerable light on the 
intricacies of the biggest expen- 
diture ever to fact this town, If 
I may, I would like to cominéat 
on two aspects of that problem, 
**1, OF only academic interest 
was the remark by the architect 
that new school construction stim- 
ulates outsiders to move in, This 
confirms the view that new schools 
do not so much solve as aggravate 
our housing problems, That is the 
penalty we have to pay for our 
eagerness to take constructing ac~ 
tion in the field of education. 
**2, One way to summarize the 
discussion over alternate building 
plans is to say that adding to the 
present high school building ‘is 
much cheaper, but building a 
separate structure has certained- 
ucational advantages. Since the 
advantages attributed to a dif- 
ferent building can only be had 
by paying the difference in cost, 
the obvious solution tothe problem 
lies in determining the value to 
the town of each of the educational 
advantages we could buy. 

‘No one will blame our edu- 
cators for wanting the best pos- 
sible conditions under which to 
work, But it will be the respon- 
sibility of the taxpayers to appraise 
the practical worth of these ad- 
vantages, without belittling them, 
and make their decision according 
to the facts of life as they seethem, 

“Is there no alternative to this 
procédure of placing grubby dollar 
values on ideal educational values? 
I can think of only one. An escape 
can be found if we assume that 
educational advantages, however 
esoteric, have an immeasurable 
and therefor unlimited advantage. 
In this case, the benefits should 
be bought automatically regard- 
less of cost, But I suspect that 
only the most theoretical’ of ed- 
ucators would subscribe to this 
extreme view, 

“Tt is my hope that, during the 
com:ng weeks, our citizens will 
be given every opportunity to ex- 
plore the realities of this huge 
appropriation, It may turn out 
that the most practical approach 
to a sensible public decision is 
the evaluation of certain educa- 
tional benefits in the light of their 
expected cost to the tow’’.

In commenting on the reasons: 
for change, Dr. Lund, chairman 
of the Medical Advisory Commit- 
tee, pointed out, **Doctors today 
are taking a hard look at the 
Blood Bank equipment based on 
the ‘shotgun’ principle as deve- 
loped during World War Il, They 
are finding that this equipment 
is no longer adequate for the 
era of blood component therapy 
into which medicine has now en- 
tered, This newer concept of the 
use of blood in the treatment of 
bodily ills must necessarily re- 
| define the functions, equipment 
| and techniques of the Blood Banks, 
“In blood component therapy, 
| the doctor prescribes only the 
| specific constituent of whole blood 
which a patient needs, and not 
whole blood which the patient may 
| not need, The doctor may order 
| an infusion of red cells to com- 
| bat anemia, platelets to control 

bleeding, or albumin to prevent 
| shock, Each component is given 
| the patient in the amount he needs 
| at the intervals required,”* 

The techniques of blood com- 
| ponent therapy demand safe, flex- | 
ible plastic uaits such as are now 
being used at many hospitals, Dr, | 
Lund listed these advantages of | 
plastic units compared to glass | 
bottles: 

Red blood cells are preserved in 
| far better condition, 

Platelets (cells which promote 
blood clotting) can be removed for 
emergency use and the balance 
of the blood stored for subsequent 
use, 

Plasma may be separated from 
whole blood and stored for emer- 
gency need or for fractionation, 
The remaining red blooa cells 
from this separation may be used | 
at once or stored for 21 days. 

Each bag has an attached sterile 
‘needle eliminating a possible 

; source of contamination, 

The plastic is thin, lightweight 
but tough, and danger of loss 
through breaking is eliminated, 

When transfusing the blood from 
| the plastic container to the re- 

cipient, the blood can be forced 
by hand pressure, This eliminates 
the need for additional apparatus 
that takes time and effort to set | 
up, and delays the immediate 
transfusing of the patient, 

Red blood cells cannot be used 
after 21 days but the red cells 
as well as other blood components
